JACK  GARRETT 

Dr.  Homberger  Will 
Speak  at  Banquet 

Instructor  at  Conception 
Is  Political  Exile 
From  Germany. 

Dr.  Conrad  P.  Homberger,  in¬ 
structor  of  Foreign  Languages  at 
Conception  College  and  former 
native  of  (Munich,  Germany,  will 
speak  to  the  International  Relations 
Club  at  seven  o’clock  this  evening. 
Dr.  Homberger  will  be  the  guest  of 
the  Club  at  a  dinner  which  will  be 
given  tonight. 

Dr.  Homberger,  who  fled  from 
Germany  in  1936  when  his  political 
views  became  unacceptable  to  the 
Nazi  regime,  is  a  speaker  already 
well  known  to  local  citizens  and 
members  of  the  College  community. 
It  will  be  remembered  that  he  spoke 
to  the  Rotary  Club  here  in  Feb¬ 
ruary. 

Tlie  talk  given  by  Dr.  Homberger 
at  the  dinner  tonight  promises  to  be 
interesting.  Aside  from  his  exper¬ 
ience  in  Germany,  Dr.  Homberg  also 
had  a  chance  to  become  acquainted 
with  fascism  first  hand  during  his 
stay  in  Italy,  which  ended  in  a 
prolonged  stay  in  an  Italian  con¬ 
centration  camp.  He  was  in  this 
camp  as  recently  as  six  months  ago, 
and,  after  his  release,  he.  came  dir¬ 
ectly  from  the  camp  to  the  United 
States.  He  has  since  joined  the 
Conception  College  faculty,  and  is 
lectures  and  other  speaking  en¬ 
gagements.

Rock  Island  Arsenal 

In  the  past  month,  four  young 
I  men  who  have  been  receiving  train¬ 
ing  in  machine  and  metal  shop  work 
have  accepted  jobs  in  the  Rock 
Island  Arsenal  at  Rock  Island, 
Illinois,  according  to  Mr.  D.  N. 
Valk,  chairman  of  the  industrial 
arts  department. 

These  young  men  have  complet¬ 
ed  300  hours  of  work  either  under 
the  N.  Y.  A.  program  or  the  Out- 
of-School  Youth  program,  Mr.  Valk 
said.  They  are  Lloyd  McClurg, 
Pickering:  James  Summers,  Coffey; 
William  Dury,  Canton,  and  Elliott 
Seymour,  Stanberry. 

The  Rock  Island  Arsenal  is  the 
only  arsenal  in  the  Middle  West 
and  employs  10,000  persons.  Mr. 
Valk  said  that  in  the  next  few 
weeks,  seven  or  eight  more  men  will 
have  completed  their  industrial  arts 
training  and  will  be  accepted  in 
tills  large  defense  plant.  They  are 
being  paid  75c  an  hour,  which 
averages  for  them  about  $40  per 
week. 

Mr.  Valk  announced  today  that 
he  still  has  room  in  the  Out-of- 
School  Youth  program  or  the  N.  Y. 
A.  division  for  young  men  who  wish 
to  take  this  training  beginning  im¬ 
mediately.  He  says  that  anyone  who 
is  interested  should  get  in  touch 
with  him  at  once.

Hubert  Garrett,  Mr.  Wilbur  Stal- 
cup,  and  Mr.  R.  E,  Baldwin,  at¬ 
tended  the  annual  convention  of 
the  134th  district  of  Rotary  Inter¬ 
national,  held  at  Chillicothe,  on 
April  20. 

Presiding  at  the  meeting  was  Mr. 
James  Shannon,  President  of  the 
Southwest  Missouri  State  Teachers 
College  at  Springfield. 

Margaret  Jermaln  is  the  valedic¬ 
torian  of  the  senior  class  at  St. 
Benedict's  school  at  Clyde.  Three 
persons  tied  for  the  place  of  salu- 
iatorian:  Donald  OlBrlen,  Beatrice 
Teson,  and  Frances  Berg.  Donald

Lloyd  Hutchinson,  freshman  from 
Graham,  has  aspirations  of  becom¬ 
ing  a  top-flight  cartoonist.  There¬ 
fore  his  habit  of  collecting  original 
cartoons  cannot  properly  be  called 
a  hobby.  It  Is  more  a  desire  on  his 
;  part  to  study  at  close  hand  the 
cartoons  and  comic  drawings  of  the 
cleverest  men  in  the  profession  to¬ 
day. 

Hutchinson  has  cartoons  from 
many  of  the  syndicated  cartoonists. 
His  method  of  securing  the  cartoons 
has  been  to  write  to  the  artist  in 
the  care  of  the  syndicate  for  which 
he  draws,  or,  in  some  cases  to'  the 
paper  in  which  the  cartoons  ap¬ 
pear. 

He  says  that  most  cartoonists  are 
glad  to  comply  with  requests  for 
original  drawings.  They  are  happy 
to  know  that  their  feature  is  still 
popular  with  the  public. 

Lloyd  has  compiled  some  rather 
interesting  statistics  along  with  the 
collection  of  cartoons,  He  has  learn¬ 


ed,  for  example,  that  "The  Nebbs" 
and  “Tillie  the  Toiler”  bring  their 
electors  around  $1,800  a  week.  He 
deduces  further  that  this  sum  means 
a  dally  income  of  $180.  Robert  L. 
Ripley  of  “Believe  It  or  Not”  fame 
collects  $7,000  a  week  while  the 
creator  of  Popeye  before  ills  death  t 
was  making  $460,000  per  year  or 
over  $8,000  per  week. 

The  freshman's  collection  also 
Includes  original  cartoons  from  the 
pen  of  S.  J.  Ray,  of  the  Kansas  Olty 
Star.  According  to  Hutchinson  Ray 
is  one  of  the  leading  political  car¬ 
toonists  of  the  nation.  His  cavtoons 
arc  reproduced  almost  weekly  in 
leading  publications  all  over  the 
country.  Harry  Wood  and  Dale 
Beronlus,  also  of  the  Star  staff,* 
have  added  to  the  young  man’s 
mounting  collection.  Hutchinson 
says  that  while  the  Star  cartoon¬ 
ists  do  not  enjoy  the  benefits  of 
syndication,  they  do  draw  a  com¬ 
fortable  income.  He  says,  further, 


that  the  Star  claims  to  employ  the 
best  newspaper  cartoonists  in  the 
country. 

Lloyd’s  interest  in  cartoons  dates 
from  the  day  he  submitted  his  first 
oi  iginal  cartoon  to  the  Sunday  Page 
of  the  St.  Joseph  News-Press,  It  was 
printed.  He  has  had  one  cartoon 
printed  in  the  Northwest  Missour¬ 
ian.  But  for  the  lack  of  facilities 
for  reproducing  cartoons,  readers 
would  see  more  of  his  work  in  the 
College  paper. 

Some  of  the  cartoonists  repre¬ 
sented  in  his  collection  are:  Martin 
Branner,  crea(pr  of  '‘Winnie  Win¬ 
kle,"  Carl  Anderson  with  his  “Hen¬ 
ry”;  Fontaine  Fox  of  “Toonervllle 
Folks"  fame;  Lane  Leonard’s  "Mic¬ 
ky  Finn"  and  many  others. 

Most  of  the  ‘  cartoonists  have 
sent  Lloyd  the  original  of  one  of

Meeting  in  Kansas  City 

A  paper  on  "The  Definition  of 
Culture"  was  read  by  Mr.  Albert 
Blumenthal  of  the  Social  Science 
department  of  the  College,  before 
the  section  on  anthropology  of  the 
Missouri  Academy  of  Science,  which 
met  in  Kansas  City  on  April  10,  17, 
and  18. 

This  thesis  was  the  report  of  a 
group  attempting  to  come  to  an 
agreement  on  terms  and  their  con¬ 
cepts  in  relation  to  the  social 
science  studies.

Jack  Garrett  was  elected  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Student  Government 
Association  in  a  quiet  election  dis¬ 
tinguished  only  by  the  closeness  of 
the  final  tabulation.  Garrett  re¬ 
ceived  157  votes  to  152  for  Edward 
Johnson.

A  nominating  convention  was 
held  in  the  College  Auditorium  last 
Tuesday  at  which  time  the  names 
of  Jack  Garrett  and  Edward  John¬ 
son  were  submitted  for  president, 
and  Barbara  Garrett  and  Barbara 
Kowitz  for  vice-president. 

According  to  the  Constitution  of 
the  Student  Government  Associa¬ 
tion  the  new  officers  will  be  in¬ 
stalled  formally  at  a  regular  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Senate  the  second  week 
in  May.  The  retiring  officers  will 
be  Theodore  Young,  president  and 
Mary  Frances  McCaffery,  vice- 
president. 

Two  P.  E.  Teachers 
Attend  Convention 

National  Fitness  Was  Theme 
Running  Through  Whole 
Program  Given. 

The  forty-seventh  annual  physi¬ 
cal  education  convention  meeting 
with  the  southern  district  associa¬ 
tion  was  held  April  15-18  at  Hotel 
Roosevelt  in  New  Orleans.  Miss 
Wincie  Ann  Carruth  and  Miss  Max¬ 
ine  Williams  from  the  local  physi¬ 
cal  education  department  attended 
the  convention.  The  theme  of  the 
meeting  was  "National  Fitness 
through  Health,  Physical  Educa¬ 
tion,  and  Recreation.” 

The  need  for  training  the  aver¬ 
age  student  to  maintain  his  own 
health  and  morale  was  given  serious 
consideration,  Miss  Carruth  said,  in 
telling  of  the  convention.  Attention 
was  also  given  to  the  responsibility 
which  leaders  in  the  field  of  Physi-\ 
cal  Education  had  to  participate  in 
recreational  programs  of  commun¬ 
ity  interest,  and  to  train  student 
teachers  to  conduct  adequate  re¬ 
creational  programs  in  the  com¬ 
munities  in  which  they  would  teach. 

Cognizance  was  taken  of  the  fact 
that  national  fitness  was  not  sole¬ 
ly  a  matter  of  physical  strength, 
but  an  integration  of  mental  and 
physical  well-being  which  could  be 
achieved  only  through  a  vigorous, 
far-sighted,  and  far-reaching  pro¬ 
gram  of  national  recreation. 

The  possibility  of  replacing  tho 
present  sports  program  with  for¬ 
mal  gymnastics  in  this  period  of  in¬ 
creased  emphasis  on  physical  fit¬ 
ness  was  decried  by  leaders  in  the 
field.  The  desirability  of  promot¬ 
ing  strength  and  endurance  through 
an  adequate  sports  program  was 
advocated,  with  the  use  of  mass 
gymnastics  .  as  a  preliminary  to 
sports  of  purely  recreational  nature. 

A  discussion  of  the  need  for  an¬ 
ticipating  the  shortage  of  doctors 
for  civilian  needs  was  directed  to 
the  problem  of  physical  examina¬ 
tions  for  students  and  determina¬ 
tion  of  the  health  of  individuals 
and  their  capacity  for  strenuous 
physical  activity.  A  screening  test 
which  would  determine  the  normal 
individual  was  suggested  so  that 
those  students  who  fell  below  the 
norm  could  be  given  a  program  of 
restricted  activity  that  would  prove 
beneficial. 

Because  of  the  emphasis  being 
placed  on  “Fitness  for  Victory"  this 
convention  was  particularly  Im¬ 
portant  to  teachers  in  the  field  of 
Health,  Physical  Education  and  Re¬ 
creation. 

Before  the  convention  there  wero 
specialized  groups,  one  of  which 
was  a  Dance  Conference.  At  this 
conference  the  study  of  Mexican 
end  South  American  rhythms  was 
undertaken  as  part  of  the  “good 
neighbor  policy”  of  the  nation. 

At  a  workshop  session,  college 
instructors  in  Physical  Education 
discussed  the  time  allotment  Tor 
physical  activity  in  colleges,  and 
the  consensus  of  opinion  was  that 
it.  should  ho  increased  to  five  days 
a  week,  for  four  years.  This  increas¬ 
ed  time  allotment  would  not 
strengthen  the  Health  program  un¬ 
less  the'  quality  of  instruction  and 
the  content  of  Physical  Education 
courses  was  also  enriched,  but  this 
opportunity  would  serve  as  a  chal¬ 
lenge  to  Physical  Education  in¬ 
structors  to  prove  the  worth  of  such 
activities  so  that  after  the  present 
emergency  this  accelerated  program 
of  physical  development  would  be 
continued.

The  Navy  pictures  shown  at  the  College  lust 
Wednesday  should  have  left  at  least  one  impres¬ 
sion  with  those  who  saw  them.  That  is  the  fine 
appearance  of  the  young  men  of  America  who 
serve  in  tho  navy.  This  would  be  equally  true  of 
the  men  in  the  Army.  As  ihe  pictures  pointed  out 
these  are  the  same  young  men  who  yesterday 
tended  the  nation’s  farms,  filled  the  nation’s  gas 
tanks,  attended  College,  and  did  the  countless 
other  tasks  that  young  men  are  doing  all  over 
America.  But  in  uniform  they  look  different — 
and  they  are  different.  Perhaps  it  is  the  regular 
hours  that  put  a  keener  look  in  their  eye.  It  might 
be  the  uniform  itself  that  brings  out  the  best  in  a 
young  fellow.  But  whatever  it  is  Americans  can 
be  proud  of  the  fine  appearance  of  the  men  in 
the  armed  services. 


Every  person  who  goes  out  from  this  college 
tu  do  advanced  study  in  other  institutions  or  in 
some  department  of  military  training  is  a  repres¬ 
entative,  whether  lie  wishes  it  or  not,  of  this  col¬ 
lege. 

Many  who  have  gone  into  technical  training 
have  written  back  to  tell  those  who  are  in  college 
what  to  expect.  Almost  invariably  they  have  said, 
“Get  the  foundation  in  college — don’t  wait  until 
come  here.  ”  Others  have  written  to  comment 
’  on  the  work  they  have  received  here  and  have 
wished  to  express  their  gratitude  to  the  instruct¬ 
ors  who  have  given  them  the  fundamentals,  that 
have  made  them  successful  in  their  advanced 
work. 

The  point  of  those  letters  seems  to  be  that 
when  once  a  student  is  out  of  college  he  begins  to 
evaluate  what  he  has  received  from  his  college 
work.  He  also  begins  to  question  how  much  he 
has  put  into  college.  Then  when  he  arrives  at  liis 
conclusion,  he  thinks  of  those  still  in  college  and 
sits  down  to  give  them  his  advice.  Usually  it  is 
good’ advice,  for  it  comes  after  a  serious  consider¬ 
ation  of  the  writer’s  own  college  experience. 

Would  i.t  not  be'  well  for  those  of  us  who  are 
still  in  college  to  sit  down  and  take  stock  of  our¬ 
selves  to  see  just  how  we  can  rate  ourselves?  It. 
might  save  us  some  heartaches  when  we-  go>  on  to- 
advanced.  work,  whatever  that  work  may  be, 
Frederick  French  says,  “Learn  to  study!’’

Early  Ohib  History 


THE  FRONTIER  STATE,  1803- 
1828.  By  Willlnm  T.  Utter,  Colum¬ 
bus,  Ohio:  Ohio  State  Archaeolo¬ 
gical  and  Historical  Society,  1942. 

When  a  historian  turns  his  at¬ 
tention  to  a  brief  period  of  22  yenvs 
in  a  single  state,  his  resulting  book 
of  sbthe  four  hundred  fifty  pages  is 
likely  to  meet  with  favor  from  his¬ 
torians—  provided  of  course  that 
his  book  contains  plenty  of  facts 
properly  and  sufficiently  document¬ 
ed;  but  when  his  book  reaches  the 
general  public,  the  layman  is  likely 
to  thumb  through  it  and  toss  it 
aside  as  a  dry,  though  perhaps 
scholarly,  tome.  If  tho  book  Is  to 
hold  the  attention  of  a  reader  whose 
interest  is  not  In  the  particular 
state,  whose  interest  is  not  wholly 
in  history,  it  must  have  something 
else  besides  facts  and  documenta¬ 
tion. 

William  T.  Utter's  book,  recently 
published  by  the  Ohio  State  Arch¬ 
aeological  and  Historical  Society, 
has  that  something  else  that  can 
make  the  reader  keep  his  light  on 
far  into  the  night  os  he  secs  the 
period  of  1803-1825  In  Ohio  history 
come  nlive.  As  he  secs  tho  early 
Ohioan  emerging,  a  bartering  man, 
paying  in  everything  from  maple 
sugnr  to  hog  bristles,  as  he  sees  the 
early  Ohioan  struggle  to  break  clown 
the  Isolation  in  which  he  hns  been 
f'-rced  to  live,  he  realizes  that  a 
master  hand  is  guiding  the  pen 
which  records  the  history  of  the 
people  of  Ohio  from  the  time  they 
launched  their  new  state  govern¬ 
ment  in  the  little  stone  Capitol  in 
Chillicothe  down  to  the  inaugura¬ 
tion  of  John  Quincy  Adams  as  sixth 
president  of  the  United  States. 

The  book,  “The  Frontier  State, 
11103-1825,”  the  second  In  a  six- 
volume  series,  “The  History  of  the 
Slate  of  Ohio,”  edited  by  Professor 
Carl  Wlttke  of  the  Hlstoi-y  depart¬ 
ment  of  Oberlin  College,  is  of  par¬ 
ticular  interest  to  people  of  the 
Northwest  Missouri  State  Teachers 
College  in  that  Its  author,  William 
T.  Utter,  is  an  alumnus  of  this 
college. 

William  Utter  took  his  bachelor’s 
degree  from  the  College  with  the 
class  of  1921.  He  taught  for  awhile 
in  Missouri  and  then  went  to  the 
University  of  Chicago  for  graduate 
study,  where  he  completed  his  work 
for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Phil¬ 
osophy,  cum  laude.  He  worked  in 
tiie  field  of  Ohio  politics  and  has 
published  material  in  the  field.  He 
Is  now  professor  of  history  in  Den¬ 
ison  University. 

Professor  Wlttke,  a  well  known 
authority  In  history,  says  in  the 
pieface  to  Dr.  Utter’s  book,  that 
the  earlier  work  of  Dr.  Utter  in 
Ohio  politics  made  him  the  logical 
choice  for  the  preparation  of  this 
volume.  He  points  out  that  the  task 
of  writing  such  a  history  is  not 
easy,  but  says  that  Dr.  Utter  “lias 
judiciously  threaded  his  way  through 
the  many  controversial  issues  that 
fall  within  the  scope  of  this  vol¬ 
ume.” 

The  first  four  chapters  of  the 
book  have  to  do  with  building  up 
(he-  state  government  of  Ohio,  state 
politics  in  1812,  Ohio  in  relation  to 
the  young  nation,  and  the  part  the 
state  played  In  the  war  or  1812.  Per¬ 
sonalities  walk  across  the  pages  as 
the  author  picks  out  characteristic 
act?  and  analyzes  motives  of  early 
legislators,  many  of  them  very 
young  men,  over  half  of  them  under 
forty, 

It  is  when  the  author  begins 
Visualizing  for  the  reader  the  life 
of  the  Ohio  farmer  and  the  small 
business  man  that  he  begins  to 
show  his  skill  ns  an  author.  His 
own  personality  shines  through  his 
material;  a  dry  witticism  here  and 
there  makes  the  reader  fearful  of 
missing  something  if  he  is  tempted 
to  do  judicious,  skipping.  His  own 
delight  in  ships  comes  out  as  he 
depicts  the  various  types  of  ships 
used  for-  transporting  farmers  from 


one  place  to  another.  “There  H  a 
fascination  about  the  stories  of 
these  versatile  ships,”  he  says  arid 
then  ho  tells  one  story  after  an¬ 
other  of  tho  ships  and  their  car¬ 
goes.  He  takes  especial  delight  In 
the  “arks,"  ns  tho  family  flntboats 
on  the  Ohio  River  were  called,  and 
draws  a  comparison  with  the  Bib¬ 
lical  story  to  show  how  significant 
Ihe.  name  could  be. 

Everywhere  throughout  the  book 
Is  evidence  of  the  exhaustive  and 
'painstaking  reading  its  author  must 
have  done.  Every  ■  contemporary 
newspaper  was  searched  minutely. 
Advertisements  gave  their  informa¬ 
tion.  Family  letters  preserved  In 
museums  and  elsewhere  gave  him 
intimate  details  which  he  made'  use 
of  to  excellent  advantage.  * 

Dr.  Utter  seems  to  omit  nothing' 
from  his  history.  And  his  own  turn 
of  mind  often  mnkes  him  show 
graphically  some  point  he  wishes  to 
make.  Those  who  know  the  author 
intimately  would  expect  him  to  do 
just  such  a  thing  as  this:  Talking 
ol  the  amount  of  whiskey  consum¬ 
ed  by  the  early  Ohioans  and  the 
pi  ofits  to  the  distillers  he  puts  it 
thus:  "One  way  of  arriving  at  the 
profits  of  the  distillers  is  to  cal¬ 
culate  in  terms  of  corn.  A  bushel  of 
corn  would  ordinarily  buy  a  gallon 
of  whiskey,  and  the  bushel  of  corn 
v/ould  make  two  and  one-half  gal¬ 
lons  of  liquor.  With  corn  at  twenty- 
five  cents,  and  whiskey  at  seventy- 
five,  not  an  unusual  ratio,  one’s 
investment  in  raw  material  would 
be.  multiplied  by  seven  and  one- 
linlf  times.” 

The  vast  amount  of  detail  which 
the  book  of  necessity  contains  Is 
hiightened  continually  by  the  auth¬ 
or’s  comments  upon  his  material. 
In  a  very  interesting  chapter  on 
sickness  and  doctors  in  this  early 
period  he  includes  an  advertise¬ 
ment  of  a  young  doctor:  “Any  per¬ 
son  employing  him  as  their  family 
physician  may  have  the  use  of  the 
electrical  shock,  if  its  use  in  any 
case  should  be  deemed  necessary, 
with  bleeding  and  drawing  teeth 
gratis.”  And  the  author  comments: 
“This  certainly  should  have  been 
inducement  enough  to  have  started 
the  young  man  on  the  road  to  pros¬ 
perity.” 

The  book  Is  well  organized.  Each 
chapter  closes  with  a  summary  of 
the  material  covered  and  a  for¬ 
ward  look  to  the  chapter  to  follow- 
On  the  whole,  the  book  Is  one 
that  seems  to  have  been  written  by 
a  specialist,  fully  acquainted  with 
his  period  and  so  much  in  love 
with  it  that  he  inspires  an  enthus¬ 
iasm  in  his  reader  for  tills  period 
which  might  not  have  any  appeal 
in  itself.  Yet  it  hardly  seems  fair  to 
say  that,  for  Dr.  Utter  has  contin¬ 
ually  looked  at  Ohio  in  its  larger 
implication,  ns  a  part  of  the  United 
States  and  not  an  isolated  state. 


Elections  have  come  and  gone  and 
tlie  partisanship  that  the  Quad 
selected  hns  been  forgotten.  Ap¬ 
parently  everyone  is  satisfied  since 
no  great  tragedies  have  developed 
from  the  controversies  between 
party  “bosses.”  There  was  a  great 
deal  of  paint  smeared  ‘but  happily 
no  mud  was  thrown  and  all  in  all, 
it  is  safe  to  assume  from  the 
Quad’s  residents’  conduct  that  the 
good  old  democratic  ideals  of  the 
U.  S.  will  be  given  a  lift  by  the 
younger  set. 

The  major  league  baseball  sea¬ 
son  has  opened  and  has  taken  some 
attention  from  the  war  here  at  tlie 
Quad.  A  hastily  conducted  poll  re¬ 
veals  that  many  of  the  men  favor 
the  Cards  in  the  National  League, 
and  the  Yanks  are  almost  unani¬ 
mous  choices  in  the  American  lea 
gue.  Eugene  Trimble  believes'  the 
Browns  of  St,  Louis  have  a  fair 
chance  and  Vance  iParman  would 
have  the  Daffy  Dodgers  on  top  in 
the  National. 

If  the  Quad  survives  the  present 


outstanding-  contributions  to  the 
armed  forces.  First  it  was  Evans 
to  the  Marines;  Fourt  and  Wood¬ 
ward  to  the  Army  and-  now  Jack 
Padilla  has-  followed-  Ralph  Strange’s 
footsteps  into  the  Naval  Reserve 
Training  plan.  Jack,  who  is  a 
junior,  will  thus  be  permitted  to 
complete  his  college  work  and  also 
his  football  career  next  year  be¬ 
fore  being  Inducted.  Into  a  training 
school. 

■Much  has  been  added  to  the  ap¬ 
pearance  of  the  Qund  buildings  by 
the  spring  arrival  of  an  abundance 
of  leaves  on  the  shrubbery  around 
the  grounds.  Special  care  is  being 
given  to  keep  tho  plants  nlive  and 
other  plnnting  is  being  considered.

While  on  the  subject  of  work,  it 
would!  be  a  good  plan  if  every  stu¬ 
dent  had1  the  privilege  of  studying 
at  tlie  Quad;  Away  from  the  noise 
of  the  streets;  tlie' quiet  here  Is  dis¬ 
turbed*  only  by  the'  croaking  of  the 
frogs.  It  is  doubtful  that  Thoreau 
would  have  desired  more  solitude  for 
his  periods  of  meditation, 

The  above  observation  should 
convince  the  Stroller  that  little  time 
is  spent  by  Quad  residents  In  night¬ 
ly  wanderings.

“Thc  Instructor,  who  had  fought 
nt  Dunkirk  and  in  thc  Battle  of 
Britain,  eyes  him  casually  when  hn 
reported  for  his  first  flight.  Thc 
Kid  was  not  yet  20. 

"  ‘How  much  flying  time  do  you 
have?’  hc  was  asked. 

“  'Nearly  150  hours,  Sir,’  replied 
Thc  Kid. 

“  ‘Righto,  old  boy!  That’s  jolly 
good  enough.  There’s  nothing  sup¬ 
ernatural  About  any  airplane.  Wo 
could  loach  a  bloody  cow  how  to 
fly  them,  if  thc  blinkin’  fool  would 
only  try!  Lot’s  climb  into  thc 
Malislcr  and  get  airborne.’ 

“Wc  watched  Thc  Kid  leaving 
for  the  slaughter  and  wished  hc  had 
more  time  and  experience  in  thc 
nir.  Wc  all  liked  him.  With  mingled 
feelings  of  it-won’t-be-long-now  and 
anxiety  wc  watched  him  jump  into 
thc  cockpit  and  fasten  the  Sutton 
harness.

“We  dashed  to  a  vantage  point 
atop  the  sandbags  just  in  time  to 
see  the  Miles  Master  settle  down 
to  a  perfect  landing  at  a  speed  of 
nearly  60  miles  an  hour. 

“During  the  early  afternoon  he 
V'ent  for  a  second  solo  flight.  When 
led  Very  pistols  were  firing  from 
all  corners  of  the  drome  we  sur¬ 
mised  that  something  was  seriously 
amiss!  A  raid  perhaps?  ...  No!  . 

.  .  The  Kid  was  flying  steep  turns 
about  75  feet  above  the  Operations 
Office — in  order  that  the  Duty 
Pilot  might  examine  his  ‘under- 
cart-’  It  had  jammed  partly  down. 
He  did  everything  possible  to  dis¬ 
lodge  it.  When  the  traffic  was 
clear  and  the  crash  truck  and -am¬ 
bulance  in  position  he  started  his 
glide,  lowered  his  flaps,-  killed  hls 
speed,  levelled  off,  touched  down 


perfectly  and  skidded  across  the 
airdrome  with  dust,  hunks  of  sod, 
and  pieces  of  the  Master  billowing 
from  the  belly  like  a  seaplane. 
Once  It  looked  like  he  would  over¬ 
turn  but  he  held  thc  stick  fully 
back  until  it  came  to  a  dead  stop 
and  the  noise  ceased.  ‘Boy!  Oh, 
boy!  ’  was  all  ho  had  to  say  .  .  .  . 
Yet,  no  one  could  have  done  better. 

“The  next  day  he  soloed  a  Hurri¬ 
cane.  Again  no  one  could  have 
done  bolter. 

“There  could  not  have  been 
many  fundamental  fnulls  In  hls 
Initial  training! 

"Then  followed  another  25  hours 
of  Hurricanes,  guided  by  thc 
friendly  veterans  of  thc  RAF — 
formation,  instrument  flying  flights 
that  carried  him  Into  thc  sub¬ 
stratosphere,  450  miles  per  hour 
dives,  nir  combat,  gunnery,  cross¬ 
country — in  a  plane  flying  nearly 
300  miles  per  hour  faster  and  of 
1000  more  horsepower  than  hc  had 
known  a  year  previous.  Hc  did  his 
flying  correctly,  too. 

“That  brought  him  to  the  day  of 
the  crash  when  someone  had  dealt 
the  cards  and  decided  that  It  would 
bc  one  of  those  rare  and  unusual 
days  when  a  Rolls-Royce  engine  j 
would  actually  and  completely' 
stop — ‘pack-up’  ns  they  call  It  over 
here.  The  Kid  was  behind  that 
Merlin.  . 

"On  such  occasions  it  is  the  fun- ! 
damcntals  of  flying  that  really 
matter  most  ....  If  one  can  land 
without  damage,  or  divert  potential 
heavy  damage  into  light  damage, 
or,  better  still,  convert  a  highly 
probable  fatality  into  a  badly 
damaged  aircraft  (i.  e„  ‘walk  away 
from  it’)  that  is  good  airmanship. 

"I  believe  that  the  RAF,  the  GAA 
and  the  Luftwaffe  have  demon¬ 
strated  that  this  fundamental  air¬ 
manship  can  be  learned  in  the  ligh¬ 
ter  planes  and  in  lower  horsepower. 

“However,  regardless  of  his  back¬ 
ground,  any  pilot  would  have  been 
in  a  dangerous  predicament  on  that 
day  when  the  Merlin  of  a  fully 
loaded  'Hurricane  packed-up  soon 
after  the  take-off.  Here  was  a 
youngster  at  the  controls  whose 
flying  experience  had  not  yet  ex¬ 
tended  over  a  year  and  whose  hours 
in  the  air  were  comparatively  few. 
One-half  of  his  flying  had  been  in 
aircraft  of  one-fifth  and  one-twen¬ 


tieth  thc  horsepower  of  that  dead 
Merlin.  No  one  could  have  blamed 
him  if  lie  had  ‘cut  out’  or  'boobed 
it,’  as  thc  RAF  chaps  might  say. 
It  must  have  been  a  sickening  feel¬ 
ing  when  1030  horses  suddenly  stop¬ 
ped  working  mid  headed  for  thc 
barn. 

"Ho  stuck  to  thc  controls,  though, 
nosed  down,  lowered  hls  flaps, 
checked  hls  undercarriage  UP,  tur¬ 
ned  Into  thc  wind,  cut  the  switches, 
lowered  his  sent,  locked  thc  hatch 
open,  turned  gas  cocks  OFF,  and 
tried  to  find  a  place  that  would  ac¬ 
commodate  a  fast  moving  Hurricane 
dangerously  low.  .  .  .  Not  once  did 
he  lose  control.  Not  once  did  he 
negclect  fundamentals! 

"Just  when  he  thought  he  had  a 
suitable  field.  .  .  .  high  tension 
lines  zoomed  out  of  the  blind  spot. 
His  reserve  speed  permitted  him  to 
miss  them.  When  hc  cleared  them 
tho  Hurricane  was  dangerously 
close  lo  a  stall  and  some  fifty  feet 
high.  He  knew  what  wns  coming. 
Yet,  when  that  7000  pound  fighter 
with  its  high  wing  loading  finally 
struck  the  ground  it  crashed  just 
about  the  way  he  wanted  it  to 
crash.  There  was  an  awful  ripping 
of  metal.  Then  things  went  black. 

“When  I  taxied  to  a  stop  the 
armorer  asked  me  how  it  looked. 
I  shook  my  head. 

“That’s  why  it  seemed  like  a 
miracle  when  the  hospital  phoned 
and  informed  us  that  The  Kid  was 
alive! — and  safe! — except  for  a 
painful  leg  injury  and  some  shock. 
Courageous  airmanship,  with  correct 
fundamentals  of  flying  had  saved 
him.  Yet,  all  he  said  about  the 
crash  was:  ‘Boy!  Oh,  boyl*  .  .  . 

"He’s  flying  Spitfires  now,  and 
armed  with  two  cannon  and  four 
machine  gun$.  With  others  he’s 
searching  for  the  Luftwaffe  over  thc 
North  Sea  and  the  coast  of  France; 
there  are  places  where  they  are 
hard  to  find.  I’ve  got  a  hunch  that, 
if  any  swastikes  appear  near  ‘The 
Kid  in  the  Cub’  there  will  most 
likely  follow  a  ‘Boy!  Oh,  boyl’  Then 
shortly  thereafter,  some  more  Nazis 
probably  will  be  exterminated.”
